NASHVILLE CENTURY III EXHIBITION 

MBA is fortunate to sponsor the first public exhibition outside the Parthenon 
of the Nashville Century III Exhibition. A reception was held Sunday, November 2, 
from 2-5 p.m. in the Patrick Wilson Library to open the exhibition, which was on 
display until November 24. The Century TIT collection represents the result of a 
$2S,000 budget established to provide e- permanent collection for the city of NashviLle. 
Art historian Johr. Canaday of New York selected 62 from 575 proposed paintings and 
ceramics from Middle Tennessee artists such as William Ralston, T. Max Hochstetler , 

Ned Philbrlck Crouch, and Anton Weiss, to be a part of this permanent collection, 
which will be housed in the Parthenon.
